It was then photo­ 
graphed and the likeness sent to a 
New York milliner, where the origi­ 
nal hat was reproduced in 'every little 
particular. 
It is described as being a 
beautiful creation of lace and chiffon. 
Two handsome buckle 
ornaments 
adorn the back, while small fruit or-j 
naments are distributed 
along j_the 


Washington, 
March 
4.—President 
Roosevelt took the oath of office today 
before a vast gathering of the people 
he has been elected to serve. The at­ 
tendant scenes were not unusual. 
In­ 
augurations from the time the east 
front of the capitol first became the 
setting for the ceremony have been 
much the same. 
Many of the central 
figures have officiated in like capacity 
on other occasions when presidents 
have acceded to the highest office in 
the gift of the American people. Chief 
Justice Triller, in administering the 
oath, repeated a solemn function he 
has performed four times—today his 
last 
Yet. with all this repetition, 
nothing was jaded and everything ap­ 
peared new. 
The great crowd assembled for the 
crowning event of a day full of feat­ 
ures, cannot be estimated even by 
comparison 
It extended far beyond 
the reach of the voice and was so 
densely packed as to carry the stage 
out of the sight of many. The capitol 
plaza, resourceful in accommodating 
the thousands eager to view the cere­ 
mony. wan-completely filled. 
People 
came by its numerous streets and ave­ 
nues, which, like so many yawning, 
t a venous maws, greedily swallowed 
the throng until every coign of van­ 
tage was occupied and so far away 
as the terraces and marble steps of 
the library 
of congress thousands 
stood. 
Hours before the ceremony could be 
expected to take 
place the people 
sought the most advantageous pose 
tloiis. 
The scene was one of remark­ 
able animation. 
Those who sought 
places maintained a running fire of 
raillery and pushed and jostled each 
other, the sound of their voices ming­ 
ling with the shuffling of feet on the 
asphalted plaza 
it was a cosmopoli­ 
tan public, varied and Inclusive, 
Although 
the 
ceremony 
differed 
little from those that have preceded 
it, in the great sea of spectators prob­ 
ably there was a larger number of rep­ 
resentative Americans than any in­ 
auguration has brourht to Washing­ 
ton. The Eastern states were rivaled 
in point oi attendance by reason of 
President Roosevelt s great populari­ 
ty in the middle and far West. 
Dele­ 
gations were present from every one 
of the .nsular possessions. 
Many of 
them had never seen the capitol and. 
to a large number, the inauguration 
of a president was wholly strange. 
The rendezvousing of the troops, com­ 
mittees and civic societies, entertain­ 
ed the crowd throughout the long wait 
incident to the schedule. 
The move­ 
ments of che gathering troops and or­ 
ganizations were not all the crowd had 
for its entertainment. 
Directly in its 
front preparations were in progress 
for the inauguration itself. A monster 
stand in the form o. an open amphi­ 
theater had teen erected on a line 
with the rotunda of the capitol, and 
there decorators were engaged in ar­ 
ranging for the ceremony and ushers 
busied themselves learning the sec­ 
tions to be assignee to the various 
officials 
and 
distinguished 
guests. 
The amphitheater accommodated near 
ly 7,000 persons. 
Some time before the beginning of 
the inaugural ceremony several thou 
sand persons holding tickets entitling 
them to seats on the stand began to 
take their places By 12:30 o'clock the 
human garden which had flourished in 
the senate and house galleries, wan 
transplanted to the open air amphi­ 
theater. The brilliant costumes of the 
wonton gave to the scene the finishing 
touch of color. 
Added to the acre of 
people seated, who looked down upon 
ten acres standing, were hundreds 
banked upon every projecting ledge of 
the capitol and filling the windows 
At about I o'clock the official party 
came iii rough the main door 
Cheers 
were sent tip from the enthusiastic 
multitude, ail eyes were directed that 
way and strained to get the first 
glimpse af the pi sident. “The official 
entrance was dramatic 
All except 
those who were participating in the 
ceremony were seated. When the jus­

pillars and marched down the sloping 
carpeted aisle to their station, they 
were greeted with applause.

Strolling In after them came members 
of the cabinet, senators and represen 
tatives in congress. 
Throughout this scene the demean 
or of the multitude was that of inter­ 
ested expectancy.

( O r i g i n a l . ) 
Previous to the last Cuban revolu­ 
tion. during which the Cubans, with the 
help of the United States, flung off the 
Spanish yoke. Colonel 
Manuel Ordaz 
of the Spanish army married Donna 
Ysabel Clevigero. who inherited one of 
the finest sugar plantations on the is­ 
land. They were both young aud des­ 
perately in love with each other. Wbeu 
the revolution came Senora Ordaz es­ 
poused the cause of the Cuhau*. while 
her husband, commanding a regiment 
of Spanish trooim, was bound to fight 
on the side of Spain. 
“Go. Manuel.” sakl the young wife, 
“and do your duty, That you must en­ 
deavor to strengthen the yoke we I »ear 
will 
not 
turn 
my 
love from you a 
whit.” 
“1 kuow,” replied the husband, “that 
you will aid tine insurrection with your 
means and your personal effort, yet 1 
ahull love you the same,” 
Colonel Ordaz left her to join his reg­ 
iment. and Senora Onlaz organized a 
battalion of Cubans, arming and equip­ 
ping them at her own expense. 
When 
they were ready to take the field they 
demanded that she should command 
them. This she consented to do nomi­ 
nally. with rank of major. 
The Spaniards at the outset of the 
revolution treated their captives as reb­ 
els and traitors. 
Au officer and ten 
men of Senora Ordaz’s battalion, hav­ 
ing been captured, were shot. The se­ 
nora in response to the clamors of her 
soldiers declared that she would shoot 
the first Spanish officer and ten pri­ 
vates that sbonld fall into her hands. 
One day soon after this, while Senora 
Onlaz was sitting in her tent, she heard 
the tread of meu marching, and in a 
few moments a squad baited without 
and a sergeant rapped on the tent pole. 
The major threw aside the flaps, and 
before her stood ten Spanish prisoners 
and a 
man 
in citizen’s dress under 
guard. 
Why did the senora turn white and 
gasp for breath? She knew that these 
men were marched liefore her that she 
might give an order for their execution, 
but the ten lives were as nothing com­ 
pared with that of the citizen, for un­ 
der his disguise she recognized her hus­ 
band. Colonel Onlaz had l»een arrested 
trying to pass as a civilian from one 
province to another bearing important 
dispatches, which were found on his 
person. This in all armies is considered 
to constitute a spy and is punishable 
with dea»h. 
The senora listened to the report of

Educational reform seems fco begin at 
the top of the school system instead 
of at the bottom, where it should be­ 
g in. 
It seems to be introduced into 
city systems first, then into towns, and 
after a long tim e it comes to the rural 
school. 
It is the rule for the rural 
schools to have the poorest building s, 
the worst 
equipment, the 
shortest 
terms and the poorest paid teachers. 
Hig her institutions of learning, cities 
and towns are served first, and if any­ 
thing is left the country gets it. 
The 
tim e has come when this order must 
be reversed or at least when all inter 
ests must be but upon the iame plane. 
The rural 
schools must have more 
thoug htful consideration. 
These are 
the schools of the 
people, 
and 
a 
very large per cent, of the people never 
have any other school advantages. 
To 
these schools special advantages and 
special taxes must be g iven, and at 
once. 
The duty of the people is im ­ 
perative. 
The 
present 
tendency 
toward m centralization 
is 
bring ing 
these thing s to some com m unities, bur 
this reform is too slow. 
It w ill be 
many years before all the townships 
can have centralization. 
The 
boys 
and g irls on the farm have a rig ht to 
the best there is in education. 
Better 
school houses w ith better 
sanitary 
conditions; better equipment iu the 
way of books and maps and pictures 
and fu rn itu re; terms of school equal 
in leng th to the terms in cities and 
towns ; better prepared teachers w ith 
long tenure and better salaries, are 
some of the tiling s that are imperative. 
The law makes the minumum term 
six months. 
And yet iu Indiana there 
are still three hundred and fifty tow n­ 
ships and small towns w ith no more 
than six months school. 
In ninety of 
these corporations the hig hest leg al 
levy does not furnish sufficient revenue 
to carry the schools six months, there 
being several w ith terms rang ing from 
eig hty to one 
hundred 
days. 
The 
number of townships and small towns 
em ploying poor teachers at low salar­ 
ies is still larger. 
The wealth of these 
corporations is sim ply insufficient to 
meet the demands of a school term 
six months in length w ith good teach­ 
ers. 
There is hut one solution to this 
problem. 
The children ot the State 
must have equal educational advan­ 
tages. 
The wealth of the entire State 
must be drawn upon for these less 
fortunate districts, '"he State should 
assume a larger share of the cost of 
education. 
Many 
students 
of 
the 
problem believe that the sixteen-cent 
levy should be restored. 
This probably 
would not meet the situation every 
where. 
It would enable many of the 
wealthier towns and townships to re­ 
duce their local levies, and the in ­ 
creased State distribution would en 
able many of the poorer corporations 
to m eet the 
minimum demand for 
schools. 
The same end m ig ht be reached in 
another way. 
Levy a sm all general 
tax w ith which to create a fuud to 
aid the towns and townships that are 
unable to m aintain schools the m in ­ 
imum leng th. Of course no corporation 
should be entitled to draw from this 
fund till it had exhausted its own 
resources. 
Such provision as this can 
be justified on the same grounds that 
g eneral taxation for education can be 
justified. 
Society is called upon to 
educate individuals or fam ilies that 
are too poor to provide for their own 
education. 
The principle should be 
extended to corporations and the bur­ 
den of taxation equalized. 
The State 
finally should be the unit for educa­ 
tional taxation and all children in the 
State should have equal privileg es.

BILL PASSED 


Its Pro v isio n s as Near Ab so lu te 


Pro h ib itio n as Po s­ 


sib le. 


The anti-cigarette bill 
has 
been 
signed by 
the go verno r. 
The 
last 
ho pe o f the smo ker has been destro y ed 
and the law go es into effect abo ut 
J ane. 
There has been a great deal 
said and w ritten abo ut the bill, bo th 
pro and co n and it may he interesting, 
perhaps, to kno w just what are its 
pro visio ns. 
The act is 
regarded as 
abo ut as near an abso lute pro hibitio n 
o f the use ef cigarettes as can he 
framed. 
It fo llo w s in fall: 
Sectio n 1—Be it enacted by 
the 
General Assembly o f the State o f In­ 
diana, that it shall be unlaw ful fo r 
any perso n, by him self, clerk, servant, 
em plo y ee o r agent, directly o r indi­ 
rectly , upo n any pretense o r by any 
device, to m anufacture, sell, ex change, 
barter, dispo se o f o r give away , o r 
keep fo r sale, any cigarettes, cigarette 
paper o r cigarette wrappers, o r anv 
paper made o r prepared fo r the pur­ 
po se o f being filled w ith to bacco io r 
sm o king, o r keep o r o wn o r he in anv 
way co ncerned, engaged o r emplo y ed 
in o w ning o r keeping any such ciga­ 
rettes. cigarette pnj>er o r wrappers, 
and any perso n fo r vio latio n o f the 
same shall be gu ilty o ff a misdemenao r, 
and npo n co nvictio n shall to r the first 
o ffense pav a fine o f no t less than $2'> 
n >r mo re than $50 and co sts o f pro se­ 
cutio n. and stand co m mitted to the 
co unty jail until such co sts are paid 
and fo r the seco nd and each subse­ 
quent o ffense he shall pay upo n co nvic­ 
tio n thereo f, a fine o f no t less than 
$100 no r mo re than $500 
and 
the 
co sts o f pro secutio n, o r be impriso ned 
in the co unty jail no t to ex ceed six 
mo nths: Pro vided, that the pro visio ns 
hereo f shall no t apply to the sales o f 
jo bbers do ing an interstate with eas­ 
terners o utside o f the State. 
Sectio n 2—A ll laws and parts 
o f 
laws in co nflict w ith this act are here­ 
by repealed.
